There is no reason why, with perseyer- 
ance, clover may not be successfully grown 
throughout Georgia. To secure a stand of 
it even in Kentucky and Tennessee, it is 
necessary to sow it with some crop which 

fford a partial shade for it during the 
summer, when it is very tender and 
Hable to be killed by excessive heat. (Jo- 
ver likes a limestone soil. Hence in locali- 
ties destitute of lime it is greatly benfitted 
by supplying that element to the soil, either 
in the form of land plaster (sulphate of 
lime), marl,chalk or slaked lime. 

Clover, like wheat, is capable of being 
acclimated in almost every latitude from 
the poles tothe Equator. Its fertilizing 
influence is due to several causes combined. 
It shades the ground, and prevents the 
volitilization of the gases in the soil. 
When turned under it adds immensely to 
the organic matter in the soll. Its roots 
penetrate far into the soil, and thus loosen 
it and render it more permeable to the 
rain water and the gases it contains. 
Every farmer in Georgia ought to experi- 
ment with clover, even if upon a small

Many of them were 
80 wedded to mvnarchical principles as to 
wink at and secretly advocate a limited 
monarchy.
